NDIANAPOLIS (ind.) March 2.— 
Prince Henry of Prussia went up 
Lookout Mountain today, and after 
and Confederate armies met in con- 
flict, and hearing afresh the story of 
the battles, resumed his journey to 
the North and West.

ville and Bowling Green, and up into 
Indiana to another brief halt at In- 
dianapolis. At Indianapolis, the course 
was changed to the westward again, 
and on the tracks of the Vandalia, his 
train is tonight on the road for St. 
Louls. His reception in the South was 
hospitable and demonstrative. The 
negroes manifested great curiosity as 
to the. Prince, and they interested and 
amused him. He had an opportunity 
to hear them sing at Nashville, and 
Was greatly pleased at the experience.

Lieutenant-Commander Von 
Egidy, noted down figures as to the 
number of men engaged, the losses on 
each side and other information as to 
the campaign.é As Prince Henry stood 
at Rock Point and looked across the 
valley of the Tennessee, he exclaimed: 
“This is magnificent. There is nothing 
in all Europe that is finer. I have 
never seen such a battlefield.” 

‘While the party was at Rock Point

The Prince returned to the city by 
the electric line, over which. he had 
gone to the mountain, and at the de- 
pot, under guard of mounted police, 
took a carriage for a short drive 
through the city. He returned to the 
depot at 10 o'clock, where the local 
committee, with Newell Sanders ase 
spokesman, presented him with a silver 
album, the gift of the citizens of the 
city. The outer cover of the album 
bore a finely-executed relief model in 
silver, showing the battlefields.

PRESENTATION AT LOUISVILLE. 
PRINCE’S STAY CUT SHORT. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED. PRESS—P.M.] 

LOUISVILLE (KY) March 2.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia reached Louisville at 
7:45 o'clock tonight, heard an address 
of welcome, received an album and an 
engrossed address, met several citizens, 
acknowledged with repeated salutes 
the cheers of several thousand persons 
and at 9 o'clock left for — 

The time during which the Prince was 
here was cut short at least a third by 
a slight accident which prevented him 
from leaving his car as soon as the 
train stopped. The local Reception 
Committee had erected a platform at 
a point outside the car shed of the 
Tenth-street Station of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, and when the 
train stopped a gang plank was put 
from the steps of the last car but one 
to the platform. However, the car 
steps were too far south of the plat- 
form, so the engineer was signaled to 
move ahead. He moved about six feet 
and the gang plank became wedged 
between the sides of the vestibule en- 
trance to the Pullman car and the sup- 
ports of the platform. The Fang plank 
was half demolished and the vestibule 
door wae torn off the car. 

The Prince stepped from the steps 
of the front platform of the last car 
to the temporary platform, accompanied 
by Col. Bingham and several Secret 
Service men, including Chief Wiikie. 
He was met by E. Pollier, German 
Consul at Cincinnati, who presented 
Mayor Grainger of Loulsville. The 
Mayor presented President Marion E. 
Taylor of the Board of Trade and 
others of the Reception Committee, and 
then formally welcomed the royal vis- 
itor to Louisville. 

Mayor Grainger then handed to the 
Prince a souvenir bum, saying as he 
did so that he hoped the Prince would 
look over it at his leisure, in order that

“Tne most insidious temptation 
which ever comes to a man at times 
in his career, is to halt. Paul faced 
this temptation again and again, but 
he never yielded. Maligned, misunder- 
stood, cursed, hated, maltreated and 
constantly opposed in his great work 
to which he had been called of God, his 
indomitable Will held him steadfast to 
his great purpose, and now from a 
Roman prisons he shouts: This one 
thing I do.’

The man who thinks the 
world has reached a finality in its con- 
ception of the truth, or in its methods, 
has already written his epitaph. He be- 
longs to the dead past, not to the liv- 
ing present or the advancing future.”

Mysteries. 
Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yes- 
terday morning in the Church of the 
Unity on “Divine Mysteries.” He said, | 
in part: “There are two classes of 
people who would persuade us that 
we have already come or are fast ap- 
proaching a state of knowledge wherein 
all mystery of the unknown will be 
done away with. One class of these 
people is made up of the conserva- 
tively religious. In every advance of 
science, bringing new stores of know!l- 
edge, widening man’s horizon and ex- 
posing the error of many old and cher- 
ished views, they see, with trembling 
dread, the specter of a relenties ma- 
terlalism, walking hand in hand with 
a godiess infidelity. These have no 
faith in religion except as a system of 
theology. and when their tenets of 
theology are overthrown they imagine 
that religion by so much has been de- 
stroyed. The other class is represented 
by those men of science who are per- 
suaded that when we have discovered 
a method of the constitution of mat- 
ter. or the orderly sequence in a force, 
that we have learned all about that 
particular matter or. force... But we 
now know that this is not the case. A 
chemist may make a solution, say, of 
salt, but he cannot tell to the utter- 
most how that solution is constituted 
in all the arrangements of the mole- 
cules of its constituent elements. 
“Physiology and psychology have 
made wonderful advancements in our 
day, but there is as much mystery 
whence we have our mental and moral 
being, and how it is that we ‘have 
power over our own wills and the 
world.’ In saying this I am not belit- 
tling modern science either in its work- 
ers, or in their discoveries. I am simply 
saying, in a brief manner, that this 
world of man, and yniverse of God, 
is a ‘greater product than ever came 
from our shop.’ In another way it is 
faying that their fears are groundless 
who dread the increase of knowledge 


Be assured that every causé of man 
and God that ought to live will live, 
But such causes will live, will enlarge 
and bear abounding fruits by the 
amount of truth they contain. The his- 
tory of the evolution of religion ought 
to persuade all intelligent men and 
women, who have any faith what- 
foever in man and in God, that the 
cause of religion, as all welfare of 
man, is increased and established by 
the increase of knowledge. To the 
man who is devoutly and capably sci- 
entific, the Increase of definitive know!l- 
edge, ddes but multiply and magnify 
the exceeding beauty and divine mys- 
teries of the earth and of our daily 
liver. ‘Let not your hearts be troubled,

At the First Presbyterian Church, 
the pastor, Rev. Aquilla Wedd, said, in 
his sermon last evening:

They did not ask whether he 
was rich or poor. They did not discuss 
the probability of his attempting such 
a thing again. ey w not wor- 
riad about his future conduct. They 
did not notice the crowd along the 
shore or wait for their opinion. The 
boat responded to their long, powerful 
strokes. and shot forward on its mis- 
sion. Now it would be down in the 
trough, lost from view, then an angry 
wave would toss it into the air and 
cover the rowers with foam. On the 
boat sped, and at last reached the place 
where the spent swimmer’s pale face 
eame once more above the water. 
Their ride in was no less perilous than 
their ride out, but the waves were 
robbed of their prey, and the thought- 
less and reckless man was restored to 
life and home and friends once more.

COUNCIL OF MOTHERS 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Washing- 
ton is now preparing to do honor to 
the Council of Mothers, who will soon 
épen their sessions here. Whatever 
difference of opinion may exist con- 
cerning the advisability of women’s 
voting, there would seem to be none in 
reference to the mother’s ownership 
of her child and yet examination of 
the laws will prove that the sacred 
right of the mother to her infant in 
many States is not acknowledged. Dis- 
cussion of this vital question will form 
part of the duties of the mothers, and 
the latest ideas concerning the welfare 
of infants will be laid before the 
Congress. One of the most important of 
these is the starting of creches, or day 
nurseries, in all large towns, on the 


' admirable Parisian model. At these in- 


stitutions, for a trifling sum, the 
mother may leave her babe in perfect 
safety, while she goes to her daily 
work. The infant will be fed, exercised, 
bathed, amused, and put to sleep at 
regular hours. An institution of this 
kind will be in operation here during 
the session of Congress, under the 
direction of Mrs. Fred T. Dubois, wife 
of the Idaho Senator, a young lady 
who is skilled in work appertaining 
to the good of children, including the 
kindergarten. Mrs. eodore Birney is 
“Mother” of the Mothers’. Saciety. 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt are heart 
and soul with the mothers’ movement, 
which directly appeals to them as par- 
ents of an interesting young family.

“The growth of the Portland cement 
industry Is even more remarkable. As 
in former years, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey were in 1900 the chief seats of 
the Portland cement industry, and 
showed the greatest increase in prod- 
uct. Illinois and Michigan were becom. 
ing extensive producers, as New York 
and Ohio were already; Colorado, In- 
diana and Texas have established the 
industry on a substantial basis, and 
Kansas and Virginia appeared for the 
first time as producers. Georgia and 
West Virginia were preparing for pro- 
duction in 1991. ‘In sixteen works 
produced over 335, barrels; in 1894 
twenty-four works produced over 79%.,- 


000 barrels; in 185 thirty-six 
works produced over 5,600,000 bar- 
rels, and in 1900 fifty works pro- 


duced 8,482,020 more than the 
total domestic product and the imports 
combined in 1899. The average rate of 
increase from year to year since 1890 
has been over 40 per cent.; it was over 
50 per cent. from 1899 to 1900. The 
value of the product in 1900 was $9,289.- 
525. The imports of Portland cement in 
1900 were over 2,300,000 barrels, and it 
is certainly remarkable that, in spite 
of the immense growth of the domestic 
manufacture, the imports should have 
remained practically constant for the 
eleven years, including 1900. The total 
consumptian of Portiand cement in 1900 
was over 10,700,000 barrels. more than 
4,000,000 barrels greater than it waa in 
1899. The price fell from $1.43 per bar- 
rel in 1899 to $1.09 per barrel in 1900. 

High-grade Portland cement is manu- 
factured more cheaply in this country 
than in Europe, ts sold nearly a dollar 
cheaper per barrel and stands the test 
of use better than the imported article. 
According to the advance sheets of con- 
sular reports No. 1032, June 3, 1901, Mex- 
ico, Central America, Martinique, the 
Guianas and Canada appear to present 
favorable conditions to our manufactur- 
ers for the export of Portland cement 
from the United States. et 

Thie discussion of the cement indus- 
try. it — be observed, takes no note 
of the production in 1900 of slag cement, 
to the amount of over 365,090 barrels, 
valued at about $275,000, nor of over &.- 
383,000 barrels of natural-rock cement, 
worth about $3.729.000. There is a vast 
field for development in the production 
of both these cements.—{ Bradstreets. 


TO SAIL THE SEAS. 
_ England's Shipping. 
Sir John Glover, chairman of the 
Lioyd’s Register Committe, has asti- 
mated the increase by decades for half 
a century past in number and size of 
British cargo ships. The comparison is 
interesting in view of the present situa- 
tion of ocean freight rates. It shows 
that, although, the number, of vessels 
registered has decreased steadily since 
1860, their net tonnage has as steadily 
increased. and that the new tonnage 
floated since 1890 is fully up to the 
best average of any decade. Rate in- 
crease in tonnage was 304% per cent. in 
the ten years ending 1880. 22% per cent. 
in the 1870 decaae, 15% per cent. in that 
ending 1580, 20% per cent. in the decade 
terminating in 1890 and 16% in the past 
decade. Sir John Glover's detailed fig-

‘The United States as a Shipbuilde:. 


oe more than two decades 

reat Britain was the greatest pro- 
ducer of coal, iron ore, pig iron, steel 
of all Kinds, tin plates and other im- 
portant manufactured commodities 
among the nations of the carth. This 
is now a thing of the past. Last year 
the United States established another 
“record” making more  open- 
hearth steel than Great Britain, and 
it is regarded as probable tha: this 
year the United States will, complete 
its series of records by manufacturing 
a larger tonnage of tinplates than the 
United Kingdom. The fact is, says the 
London Iron and Coal. Trades Re- 
view, there are very few flelds left 
unconquered by our wonderfully ener- 
getic kin acrors sea. Shipbuild- 
ing is almost the only great industry 


questioned, but we do not know how 
long this may continue to be so. Ship- 
building. of course, carries with it 
supremacy in naval engineering, and 
practically in all that belg@ngs to the 
shipbuilders’ art. It also, in this case 
at least—and it may in any analogous 
cases in the future—carries with it su- 
premacy upon the ocean. But what 
of the outlook? The United States but 
a few years ago were producing less 
than 60,000 tons a year of iron and 
steel shipbuilding. whereas this year is 
likely to give them from 350,000 to 400. 
000 tons. During the last few years 
many new shipbuliding yards have been 
built in the United States--some of 
them equal in extent and in the va- 
riety and perfection of their equipment 
to anything that is to be found on the 
Clyde, the Tyne or the Wear. The 
Americans evidentiy mean to be well 
to the front in both shipping and 
shipbuilding. They have cheaper ma- 
terials, speaking generally, than any 
other nation. They lack experience 
on a large scale, however, and they 
have to 2 wages to the men 
emploved. h in building, and in 
manning ships. We do not believe that 
American shipbuiiders will take from 
us any great part of our shipbuilding 
trade for yearg to come, but that it 
is a danger to be apprehended in the 
ultimate future we admit. 
THREE BIG INDUSTRIES. 
From Wood Pulp to Paper. 

In a recent Success, a writer says: 
Let us consider how hewspaper is 
made in one of the great mills of 
the Adirondack Mountatns, where the 
giant machines, rattling on day after 
day. never stopping, are scarcely able 
to supply the demand of a single New 
York newspaper. The timber, which 
ie felled in the forests of the North 
in winter, is floated to the mill in the 
mountain streams by the gar fresh - 
ete, and piled up in great heaps about 
the mil! buildings, whose many roofs, 
chimneys and towers form a strange 
picture in the wilderness against the 
background of cloud-topped moun. 
ta ins. 

By being fed to shrieking saws the 
spruce loge are cut into pieces that 
are no longer than a mans arm. 
“Barking” machines, which have disks 
of rapidiy-whirling radial knives, at. 
tack the wood and tear off the bark. 
To prevent a waste of any part of 
the timbér, an endless chain conveyor 
carries the bark to the boiler-room, 
where it is fed to the fires. Another 
conveyor, like the trottoir roulant at 
Paris. carries the clean logs te the 
grinding-room, where a long line of 
three-horned monsters is waiting for 
them. 

Flumes, beside which men are mere 
pygmies, bring the mountain torrents 
rushing down to the Frinding- room. 
feeding the energy of forest cataracts 
to the great turbines. They have an 
enormous work to do. Within the 
iron gases Of the three-horned mon- 


in which our paramounicy is still un- 


siers are grindstones of a special 
hardness turned by the turbines. The 
“horns” are hydraulic presses, which 
force the logs under them against the 
Stones. Thus the wood is ground to 
pulp, the stones eating away three 
feet of wood an hour. The engineer 
tells us that more than ten thousand 
“horse-power hours” of energy are 
needed to convert one cord of spruce 
into pulp, and that the mills use 
more power than a whole manufactur- 
ing city in New England. Cold water 
flows continuously on the grindstones 
to prevent the friction setting fire to 
the wood, and the mixture of ground 
wood and water, which flows away 
from the grinders as a pinkish, gruel- 
like fluid, runs over dams and through 
screens and drying machines, until, a 
thick mass, it is either put in storage 
tanks in bulk, or formed by machin- 
ery into thick sheets that can 
rolled up like blankets. It is t 
ground wood pulp, ready for the paper 
machines. 

The sulphite pulp is prepared in a 
different way. The logs, when they 
come from the barking machines, are 
cut lengthwise by “splitters,” and then 
cut crosswise by chippers,“ into 
pieces less than an inch thick. This 
thickness gives the length of the fiber. 
A “chipper.” with ite whirling knives, 
eats up a hundred cords of wood in a 
day. y falling on another “moving 
sidewalk” the chips are carried away 
to be screened, and then hand-picked 
—to sort out dust and dirt—and then 
are carried to storage bins above the 
great sulphite ‘“digesters’’—monsier 
steel cylinders, with conical 
standing upright in a row. 


DITCHES COMPARED. 
Ship Canals of the World. 


Of special interest, while an Ameri- 
can trans-isthmian canal is under dis- 
cussion, is a study entitled, “Great 
Canals of the World,” prepared by the 
treasury Bureau of Statistics, in con- 
nection with its monthly summary of 
commerce and finance. Ship canals 
connecting great bodies of water, and 
of sufficient dimensions to accommo- 
date the larger modern vessels are 
of comparatively recent construction 
and few in number. The article 
enumerates nine artificial waterways 
which may p rly be fermed ship 
canals, and pregents facts in regard 
to their size and cost. which we have 
condensed into the following

The canals are 
named in the order of their construc- 
tion, commencing with the Suez. be- 
gun in 1859, and completed in 1869:

None of these great works, hitherto 
the world’s wonder, compares in cost, 
engineering difficulty or length, with 
the artificial waterway, part canal and 
part lake, which it is proposed to bulld 
across Nicaragua, 183 miles long, at 
an estimated cost of about $190,000,- 
000: while’ tf the Panama route 1s 
chosen, the length of the canal will 
be 1d miles. and the cost somewhat 
less than that of Nicaragua. but far 
greater than that of Suez. The article

In Janu- 
ary twenty-one cities put up 3935 new 
structures at a cost of $14,321,622. which 
‘compares with 3552 buildings costing 
$14,758,146 in 1900. Los Angeles shows 
the heavidst increase, 220 per cent.; 
Minneapolis the lowest, 17 per cent.; 
while New York holds first place on 
an expenditure of $4,498,330, with Chi- 
cago next on a total of $3,549,450.

Mr. Perks objected 
to Charles T. Yerkes and other Ameri- 
cans interested being termed “foreign 
speculators,’ and he also objected to 
the assertion that the district railway 
was dominated by an American syn- 
dicate. 

At the annual meeting in Glasgow 
of the Wilsons or Union Tube Com- 
pany, the chairman said that no divi- 
dend could declared on account of 
the unparalléled slump in prices, due to 
American competition and the disso- 
lution of the combination of tube 
makers. The directors decided to close 
the works at Govan, a suburb of Glas- 


gow.

With something over 7,000,000 acres 
irrigated in the United States, which 
include a number of large trrigation 
systems and dams, all built by private 
capital, the question frequently arises 
—why cannot an additional 7,000,000 
acres or an additional 20,000,000 acres 
of arid land be created by the same 
means into productive irrigated farms: 
in other words. why should it be nec- 


J essary to ask any government assist- 


ance for this development of the West? 
It is admitted that irrigation pays: 
that larger, better and surer crops can 
be raised under it than by dependence 
upon the elements, and that irrigated 
communities are, as a rule, very pros- 
perous ones. Nor can it be said that 
any project is really too large or re- 
quires too much capital for private en- 
terprise to undertake. Why, then, will 
not the arid States enjoy a gradual and 
healthy development through the con- 
tinued establishment of irrigation sys- 
tems and the building of irrigation 
dams by private capital seeking invest- 
ment? e answer is simply that 
none of the great irrigating systems of 
not only the West, but of the world 
which has been constructed and oper- 
ated by private companies has been 
successful as an investment, says Na- 
tional Irrigation.

SUGAR CONVENTION ARTICLES. 


Cane and Products Cannot Be 
Given Di Rates of Duty Ac- 
cording to the Brussels Arrangement. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
BRUSSELS, March 2.—{By Atlantic 
Cable. L’Etoile Belge publishes the 
text of the sugar convention by arti- 
cles. By Article 1 the contracting 
parties agree to suppress the existing 
direct and indirect bounties and un- 
dertake not to establish such bounties 
during the period of the convention. 
Sweetmeats, olates, biscuits and 
condensed milk and all products con- 
taining in notable proportion sugar 
artificially incorporated are assimilated 
to sugar. The first paragraph also ap- 
plies to advantages of every kind re- 
sulting, directly or indirectly, from the 
fiscal legislation of the different States. 
Article II deals with the surveillance 
of factories and refineries by revenue 
cers. 

Article III limits the sur-tax to a 
maximum of f.6 for refined and assim- 
lable sugars and to 1.5½ for other 
sugars. ‘ 

Article IV agrees to the im ion 
of countervailing duties not -! in 
amount,than the bounties granted, and 
reserves the liberty of prohibiting the 
importation of bountied sugars. In 
this article the contracting parties also 
mutually agree to admit at the lowest 
rates sugars importe.. from countries 
party to the contract, or their colonies, 
that adhere to the obligations of the 
convention. 

Article V provides that cane and beet 
sugars cannot be subjected to different 
rates of duty. 

Article VI gives certain privileges to 
Spain, Italy, Roumania and Sweden, 
a. non-exporting countries. 

Article VII provides for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent. international 
commission on surveillance to sit at 
Brussels, to exercise general control, 
to settle litigous questions and to de- 
c.de on the admission to the conven- 
tion of non-contracting States. 


CONCESSION BY BRITISH.

LONDON, March 2.—Cabling from 
Brussels, the correspondent of the 
Times says the international sugar 


conference has obtained from ‘Great 


Lritain a promise not to adopt a pref- 
erential tariff in favor of any of her 
colonies producing cane sugar.

The comparisons that have been 
made by The Times during the past 
few months—comparisons that were 
forced upon us by outside criticism— 
of the relative growth made during 
the past decade by Southern and 
Northern California have evidently 
borne some fruit in the northern part 
of the State. The San Francisco 
Chronicle, in an editorial on ‘The 
Awakening of California,” recently 
sald: 

“During the past few weeks the 
Chronicle has taken occasion, edi- 
torially and otherwise, to draw atten- 
tion to the resources of Northern and 
Central California .as distinguished 
from those of the seven counties 
which call themselves Southern Call- 
fornia. Our reason for devoting so 
much space to this subject has been 
the obvious necessity of doing some- 
thing to counteract what seems to be 
the prevailing opinion in the Eastern 
States that the climate of the south- 
ern counties materially differs from 
that of the rest of the State in ways 
which are advantageous to the south.” 

We are pieased to note that our 
San Francisco contemporary has be- 
gun to pay special attention to the 
exploitation of the magnificent re- 
sources of the northern part of the 
State. It will, however, have to keep 
up with the good work for more thau 
a few weeks—or months—before er- 
roneous impressions, that have been 
imbibed by Eastern people regarding 
the northern halt of the State, can be 
removed. The responsibility for such 
false ideas rests about equally upon 
the apathy of our northern friends 
end the activity of our own poople. 
For twenty years The Times has been 
persistently preaching, in season and 
out of season, of the charms and ad-

| 1 INNER HARBOR CAMPAIGN. 
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A Washington special to The 
Times of yesteday described the very 
satisfactory outcome of the prelimi- 
nary contest before the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee, on Saturday 
last, for an appropriation to begin 
work on the inner harbor at San 
Fedro. The manner in which the vic- 
tory was won was described briefly. 
It developed that there was an unex- 
pectedly friendly feeling in the com- 
mittee toward this project, so impor- 
tant to the future of Los Angeles: and 
Hy the time the vote came to be taken, 
all serious opposition to the appropria- 
tion had vanished. The majority had 
been convinced by satisfactory infor- 
mation gained by the members on the 
spot. Further information bearing on 
the situation comes.in another spe- 
clal dispatch from our Washington 
correspondent, printed this morning. 
This dispatch emphasizes the fact that 
the committee was not swayed 
in its opinion by the influence of 
any one of its members. They came, 
saw, and after further opportunities 
to become thoroughly informed on 
the subject, conquered whatever 
former prejudices they might have 
entertained, and frankly admitted that 
the project is one deserving the aid 
of the government that is now asked 
for it. 


In connection with the pending 
campaign to secure the construction of 
au. adequate inner harbor, The Times 
prints an authentic statement of cer- 
tain action taken in the Chamber of 
Commerce early in February, and 
wired to Representative McLachlan, 
with a request to furnish copies to 
Senators Bard and Perkins. The dis- 
patch, embodying the draft of a pro- 
posed new harbor bill, is reproduced 
in full elsewhere in The Times this 

As will be seen, the central idea of 
the proposed bill was the diversion of 
a sum (not named) from the $2,900,- 
600 appropriation for the breakwater 
work, and its application to the inner 
project, with a,special proviso safe- 
guarding the existing contract for the 
euter work, and stipulating that the 
contract for that work shall be 
deemed and held to be inviolate. 

The Committee on Inner Harbor and 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber 
took the ground, after deliberation 
and discussion, that the proposed di- 
version of funds would be safe and 
expedient, especially in view of the 
strong opposition then said to be 
mobilizing to combat the movement 
for a separate appropriation for the 
inner harbor. As there is a margin of 
some $600,000 between the contract 
price of the breakwater work and the 
total appropriation of $2,900,000 here- 
tofore made by Congress for that ob- 
ject, it was believed by the committee 
end the board that diversion of some 
portion of that amount could be made 
without jeopardy to the larger work; 
and that, if made, Congressional op- 
position could thereby be placated and 
averted, and the work begun without 
eny new appropriation at all at this 
time. 

In this belief the action described 
was taken and submitted to our 
representatives in Washington as an 
alternative or tentative proposition, 
tc be brought forward and pushed be- 
fore the House and Senate committees, 
and before the two houses if need be. 

Under the circumstances, this action 
of the Chamber was opportune and 
justifiable, and might have consti- 
tuted the basis for effective action in 
Congress had the opposition been 
rtronger than it turns out. thus far, to 
have been. 

Fortunately, the absence of fatal op- 
position in @he House Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors has made 1 pos- 
sible for the inner harbor project to 
gain an important preliminary vie- 
tory; and high hopes are entertained 
that a decisive result may be achicved 
| when the project comes before the two 
houses for enactment inte law. 

These being the facts, and this be- 
ing a correct statement of the action 
taken by the Board of Directors of 
our Chamber of Commerce at the pre- 
Fminary stage described, there 
nothing to deny or apologize f 
there is no occasion for hysterics in 
any direction: no occasion for shout- 
ing or for conniption fits; no warrant 
for vielousness, venom or Virulence; 
pe cause for attempts at impeaching 
motives or actions: no justification 
for excitement, misrepresentation, 
demagogy or devilishness; no reason 
for either suppressing or distorting 
the truth, by wrenching the facts out 
of all semblance to the reality; no 
warrant for personal and newspaper 
assaults upon anybody at this end of 
the line who had to do with the mat- 
ter in the particulars herein described. 
The chairman of the Committee on 
ner Harbor exptcts such assaults; 
he can endure them because they are 
rot imbedded in the indestructible 
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rock of Truth; but the well-iclcumad, 


bers of the Chamber of Commerce, 
who have so long been engaged, 
end are now engaged with all their 
might in forwarding both the outer 
end inner harbor projects at San 
Pedro, are unwarrantably impeached 
by these unjust accusations, and they 
have a fair right to immunity there- 
from. 

Our interests in Congress cannot be 
forwarded by the shameless, dema- 
g-gical, jealous and vindictive tactics 
which are here exposed. 


As to the matter of credit for the 
result reached in committee lest Sat- 
urday, common sense and common 
Justice require that the credit be 
fairly apportioned among all those 
members of the House Rivers and Har- 
tors Committee, Chairman Burton in- 
cluded. who favored the meritorious 
cause of Los Angeles and the South- 
west on the final vote. They are all 
entitled to credit, and to our good 
will, each in proportion to the weight 
of his influence and of his favorable 
vote. Representative McLachlan is 
Lut one member of the committee; he 
has been denied nothing to which. he 
is entitled, 


PROFITABLE CROP. 

There is an opinion widely preva- 
lent among misinformed residents of 
the East—and indeed, even among 
citizens of the northern section of our 
own State—that Southern California 
depends mainly for support upon the 
expenditures of health and pleasure- 
seekers, who come here to pass the 
winter. It is scarcely necessary to 
say that such an idea is entirely er- 
roneous. In the Midwinter Number of 
The Times was published an estimate 
of the value of the leading crops raised 
in the seven southernmost counties 
(saying nothing here about the thir- 
teen) during 1901, the total amount- 
ing to over $50,000,000. This does not 
include the value of miscellaneous 
manufactured products, which would 

almost double the total estimate. 
While it is true that Southern Cali- 
fornia is not dependent upon those who 
come here to enjoy our glorious cli- 
mate; yet, on the other hand, such re- 
celpts form a large and important 
item in the profit and loss account of 
Southern California. A local trade 
paper recently published an estimate, 
based on information gathered from 
railrcad officials, that during the 
present winter from 40.000 to 50,000 
tourists will visit Los Angeles and 
spend a “goodly portion of their time 
and pocket money here.” It is added 
“they will leave not less than $1,- 
060,000 in cash among the business 
men and transportation companies.” 
This estimate of the amount of 
money exp€nded by tourists in Los An- 
geles during the winter season is pre- 
posterous. Instead of $1,000,000, $25,- 
060,000 would be nearer the mark. 
Taking the seven Southern counties as 
Whole and including the summer 
travel to the Coast, which is rapidly 
growing in importance, it is safe to 
say that $50,000,000 is a conservative 
estimate of the disbursements of 
tourists who spend from one to 
six months in Southern Califor- 
nia. An estimate of average ex- 
penditure by each tourist for local 
transportation. hotel or lodging-house 
bills, curios, cmusements, supplies anc 
miscellaneous expenses might be con- 
servatively put at $500 for each. 
There are not a few whose hotel bill, 
every month, amounts to more than 
that. This makes a total annual ex- 
penditure of 325.000 000 Certainly, 
this is a crop that is not to be 
“sneezed at.“ but should be carefully 
cultivated. It is far more than the 
value of any other single product, 
and is 5v per cent. of the estimated 
tetal value of all the principal prod- 
ucts of the seven southern counties. 
One special advantage of what may be 
called the tourist industry is that it 
does not depend upon local conditions. 
We may have drought, or bank fail- 


sures, or other local troubles, but the 


Fastern tourists. bringing in money 
that has been earned in the East, 
would still continue to arrive. Only a 
widespread financial panic of natfonal 
scope could interfere with this source 
of income. 

In Europe there are countries where 
the entertainment of tourists is a 
leading industry, and is carried out 
ci. scientific principles. Chief among 
these is switzerland, the “playground 
of Europe.” Like Southern California, 
Switzerland does not depend entirely 
upon tourist travel for its support, 
for in that enterprising and induscil- 
cus little country there are important 
manufactures of cheese, laces, carved 
wood, laces and other goods, which are 
exported to all parts of the world. 
Sfill. the entertainment of tourists 
probably brings more cash money into 
Switzerland every year than any single 
industry. Realizing the importance 
of this trade, the Swiss have laid them- 
selves out to make their visitors wel- 
come, and to furnish them with every 
possible convenience, in the shape of 
magnificent roads, easy trails. excel- 
lent hotels at every “coign of vant- 
age,” and so forth. It is said that the 
English are a nation of shop keepers. 
Of the Swiss it might, with greater 
truth. be said that they are a nation 
‘of hotel keepers. It is the main am- 
bition of a large percentage of the 
population to own a hotel. Sons of 
colonels in the Swiss army are sent to 
serve as waiters in the hotels of Lou- 
don, Paris and other countries, in or 
der to gan a thorough knowledge of 
languages, and an insight into the 
business.

Our 
rcads should be oiled, to overcome the 
dust nuisance, the chief drawback to 
Scuthern California in summer, We 
should look upon this tourist crop as 
one to be carefully cultivated, like any 
cther valuable product of Southern 
California.

Suggestion for a Bill, Supposed to Be 
in Accordance With Chairman Bur- 
ton’s Ideas, Wired from Los Angeles 
February Second.

By unanimous vote of the board of 
directors and the Committee on Inner 
Harbor of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, February’ 1, the san 
joined telegram was sent February 2 to 
Congressman McLachlan. It contains, 
it will be seen, an outline for a bill 
providing for the use on the inner 
harbor of San Pedro of what might be 
estimated as the surplus to be left 
from the total appropriation for the 
outer harbor, after the completion of 
the work—the contract price being lees 
than the appropriation. The action of 
the House Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee on Saturday, making a straight- 
out appropriation of $300,500 for the 
inner harbor, was not anticipated 
when this bill was suggested by the 
chamber. The telegram explains itself 
and is as follows: 

[Copy of telegram sent to Hon, 
James McLachlan, February 2, 1902: 

Hon. James McLachlan, House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C.: 
In view of repeated statements that 
Chairman Burton desires to see some 
part of the appropriation for break- 
water diverted to the inner harbor at 
San Pedro, the Chamber of Commerce 
desires to suggest the propriety of the 
enactment of a law appropriating for 
immediate use on the inner harbor 
what may be estimated as the surplus 
that will be left of two million nire 
hundred thousand dollars appropriated 
for the deep-water harbor, after that 
work is done. We would suggest the 
consideration of a bill on the following 
lines: 

Section 1. That the sum of [here 
insert the sum which it ts supposed 
can be spared from the breakwater 
appropriation] of the apprepriation of 
two million nine hundred thousand dol- 
lars authorized by the provisions of the 
River and Harbor Act of June 3, 1896. 
for the construction of a harbor for

mates for the improvement of the said

EARTHQUAKE. 


Description Given by an 
| Eyewitness. 


Indescribable Scene of 


Terror.

Over Six Hundred Homes Were 
Destroyed—Rocks Fali 
From Mountains. 


The following extracts from a letter 
received by The Times from Chilpan- 
cingo, Mex., give a graphic descrip- 
tion of the writer’ personal experiences 
@uring the recent terrible earthquake 


in that place: 


One of the most dreadful catastro- 
phes on record in this country oc- 
curred Wen this place was destroyed 
by earthquake. 

Chilpancingo was a picturesque city, 
situated in the center of a high val- 
ley, surrounded by mountains. The 
greater number of its residences were 
built of material such as adobe, 
mixed with brick, and stone, to give 
greater strength. There were some 
houses of stone, and the churches and 
public buildings were all bullt of the 
latter. Now, the city is leveled to the 
ground, with its churches and public 
buildings in ruins. 

There Were 614 homes razed to the 
ground, and most of the remaining 
ones rendered uninhabitable.

The result was that in about 
two minutes the line was all run out 
and the tuna with a swish of his tai 
gave “Uncle John” the ha ha, and was 
off for parts unknown. Fortunately 
the break oocurred near the hook, and 
but little line was lost. Another hook 
was affixed, and soon another bait was 
being trailed. A big tuna pounced 
upon it, and started seaward. The 
launch was turned full speed after it, 
and the brake was put on the reel to 
the danger point. yet notwithstanding 
this, and the resistance of 500 feet 
line in the water, the fish was fairly 
fiying, taking line all the.while. 
“Uncle John“ was nonplussed. He 
ip an expert with rod and reel, has 
Caught ta „ and other big fish in 
all parts the world, but he admits 
he never ran across the real thing in 
game fieh till he went up against this 
tuna. Hes was hanging on for dear 
life, his rod waa bent like a hoop, and 
you could have played a tune on his 
‘ine. Before he could disengage his 
hand the fish had found the end of 


the line and bade good-by to “Uncle 


John.” He had had a twenty minutes 
experience which he will never forget.

and vowed he'd get even today, paying 
score both with those who 
laughed at him and with the tuna that 
gave him the ha ha.

geles Describes Exciting Ex- 
perience on the Train. 


The fast Santa Fé train, the cau- 


noon at 2 o'clock, did not arrive un- 
til yemerday morning at 9 o'clock, and 
that it arrived at all is considered by 
the passengers as little short of a 
miracle. 
While speeding westward through 
Arizona Friday. evening, at a rate of 
nearly sixty miles per hour, the train 
into a sand drift on the tracks, 
was derailed, and, bumping over the 
ties, traversed the full length of a 
bridge over the Little Colorado River, 
held only by the guard rail from top- 
pling over into that stream. 
After crossing the bridge the train 
ran into the ditch, which there was 
nearly fourteen feet deep, all of the 
cars leaving the track except the rear 
sleeper. The fireman and engineer were 
severely bruised, and will be unable to 
work for weeks. Only one : 
a young man from Chi o., was in- 
jured. His foot was ded by the 
overturning of a large tank of hot 
water in the dining car. Many of the 
passengers sustained bruises by being 
thrown violently against tho seats, 
but their injuries were not eufficiently 
— , to require attention by physi- 


“William H. Holliday, cashier of the 
Merchants’ National k of Los An- 
Was a passenger on the train. 
He was returning from a business trip 
to the East. 

“It was the closest eall I ever expect 
to have,” said Mr. Holliday, in tell- 
ing of the wreck yesterday. ‘The 
train was crowded, and those of us 
who could do so had gone into the 


dining car for dinner. It was not 
quite and many persons were 
waiting for seats at the tables. Sud- 


denly there was a tremendous jolt, 
followed by repeated joltings, indicat- 
ing that we were running over the 
cross-ties. 


the 
. en car gave a lurch 
and partly turned over, and stopped 
with a jerk that threw the rest of us 
off our feet. We got out as soon as 
possible, and then we saw how nar- 
row our esca been. On the 
track within forty yards of an iron 
bridge across the Little Colorado River 
was a sand drift, and this is what had 
dereiled the engine and coaches. 
every tie on that bridge could be 
geen the marks of the wheels and the 
werd rall showed what had saved us 
rom toppling over into the stream. 
Just beyond the bridge the engine had 
run down an embankment fourteen 
feet into the ditch, and there it lay 
up against the bank. 

“All that saved us was the coolness 
and bravery of the engineer. Me and 
the fireman stuck to their posts, and 
as soon as we struck the sand the en- 
gineer tried to stop. The resistance of 
the brakes slackened the speed. ut 
for that we would have rolled off the 
bridge. and then few of us would have 
escaped, for the train would have 
caught fire. Every man in the forward 
cars owes his life to that engineer: 
but when some parsenger went through 
the only car which remained on the 
track and tried to collect a purse for 
the man, how much do you think those 
people gave? Just a paltry $3! But 
the rest of us up for it. The 
engineer a ed to be badly hurt. 
He was taken from the wreck uncon- 
scious, but was soon restored, and 
when we left we learned that his in- 
juries are not considered dangerous. 
There we were on the Arizona 
desert, miles from any city, and with 
no means of going farther on our 
journey. Those in charge of the dining 
car saved what they could from the 
wreckage of their kitchen, and fed the 
passerigers that night free of charge. 
As soon as possible a wrecker was 
gent from Winslow, and a temporary 
track was built around the wreck. and 


after our cars had again been placed 
upon the track, we proceeded on our 
journey.

Henry Emery charged him with 
fraud because Brockwey despoiled him 
of $63 in exchange for a can of magic 
powder, a peychic belt, a box of occult 
ointment and various developing sit- 
tings, all of which were to make a 
full-fledged psychic of Emery. 

“He suggested to me that if I would 
become his pupil he would soon make 
me a world-renowned medium.“ said 
Emery te a reporter in San Francisco. 
“He said he never had met another 
person with such intuitive mediumistic 
powers. 

Emery willingly parted with $14 for 
a Small quantity of thirteen parts of 
ambergris to one of young sulphur—to 
de burned in a dark room along with 
certain incantations. Thinking this a 
legitimate part of his development he 
did not begrudge the money. 

Nor did he hesitate to pay Brockway 
$20 for a secret belt in which reposed 
an edmixture of irresistible power, 
handed down to Brockway from the 
Egyptian Pharaohs.
